2. Claims 3, 5-7, 14, 15, 18 and 19 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant 
to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(b), claims 9 and 11-13, directed to the 
process of using the allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 10/10/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction
